military use. he indicated. 

'I am definitely of the opinion 
that when the communist strike 
'3, the United. Nations should 
fight bock with the single Intention 
or winning. I see no advantage in 
trying to light our way back Into, 
another stalemate," Rhee sold. 

"The communists have demon- 
strated they wilt not keep faith even 
while negotiations ore in progress. 

"When we fight we should fight 
to win. If tho United Nations gives 
tho communists a classic licking in 
Korea, it will surely discourage the 
reds and their satellites from more 
UghUng in any other port of the 
world."

In America, speculation Is constant on tho 
isma-whether wo shall eventually have war 
wltH Russia. But In the Soviet union there is 
. no need for such guesswork. Russian com- 
munism considers ltslf In a state of war with 
Western capitalism now. 

As a matter of fact, In the Red view, that 
warfare has been going on a long time. But 
Its more acute phase may be said to have 
begun with the launching of the cold war In 
1947, when the Kremlin declined to take 
part In the Marshall plan. 
- - Obviously, we are speaking here of two dif- 
ferent definitions of war. America clings to 
tho traditional meaning— the open clash of 
armed forces. To th« Russians, war Is any- 
thing that weakens or harms or destroys the 
enemy.

Bo, In the gremlin's understanding, war Is:

If possible,' Japan; using the device, of the 
j~ conference table to seek politicarends that" 
seem most easily attainable that way. 

Undermining shaky middle-of-the-road 
governments by subversion; encouraging 
poverty and social turmoil on which com- 
munism feeds; bombarding the world with 
phony talks of peace, atomic energy con- 
trol, disarmament; depleting the enemy as 
an aggressor, as an oppressor of the people, 
& devil masquerading as a saint.

As the 
ioghtM_CQmmUtee_forLeeonomlc_d6ye]Qp^- 
ment recently put It, "the provocation which 
\the Soviet rulers will always recognize Is the 

provocatlonef^opportunity"- 

" a-brlllIant~analysls--of-tha-forelgn-aIil- 
problem, the CED acknowledges the true 
nature of Soviet warfare, and declares that 
Its Inflexibility requires the West to organize* 
a "comprehensive and balanced security pro- 
' gram which leaves no breach wide enough 
to invite a Bovlet thrust."

Taft's friends In the senate cite 
this as part of a new and realistic 
approach to the farm vote. It began 
two years ago when - Sen. George 
Aiken, Vermont, at Taft's request, 
Introduced a proposal allowing farm 
co-ops to borrow federal funds to 
construct grain elevators If 00 per 
cent of the space was to be leased by 
the commodity credit corporation 
for storing surplus grain. 

On the floor Taft had the per- 
centage altered from- SO to TS so It 
would be easier to meet the require- 
merits. 

This move was advertised .widely, 
to farmers In Ohio where coopera- 
tives havo hod a phenomenal de- 
velopment In many lines, under the 
leadership of Murray Lincoln of the. 
Ohio Farm Bureau federation. Taft's 
hugs majority In 1950 Is said to havo 
come In no small port from grateful 
iarmcra._ _ 

When Prof. O. O. Saxon, Yale uni- 
versity, appeared before the finance 
committee to urge a halt of tax ex- 
emption of the co-ops, Taft sub- 
jected him to stern questioning. The 
senator from Ohio, who Is the lead- 
ing Republican candidate for Pres- 
ident, Intimated that In his opinion 
big-bualneu propaganda had In- 
spired the tax move. 

President Truman, In a letter sent 
In response to a tejegram from 
JamesTPattbh of "the Formers' union, 
pointed to the Democratic platform 
pledge on which he campaigned In 
1MB. That pledge repeated by Tru- 
man was: 

'We will encourage farm coopera- 
tives and oppose any revision or fed- 
eral law designed to curtail their 
most effective functioning as ■ 
of achieving economy, sta- 
bility and security for American

In his letter the President sold 
nothing specific abou tho tax pro- 
posal other than to odd his "hope 
that this principle will be. tho guld- 
lng-One Vhrn thn riirrent tr^r Ifffn. 
latlon Is finally written." Repub- 
licans have suggested that one 
reason for not going further is be- 
cause the treasury Is already on 
record In favor of taxing the co-ops. 

Appearing before the house ways 
and means committee In February, 
treasury representatives testified In 
favor of taxing tho "retained 
lngs" of farm co-ops. This would 
not include patronage rebates paid 
to co-op members In cash.

The need for defense mobilization 
Is not something dreamed up by of- 
ficials at Washington. It was a hard 
choice and It was thrust upon our 
country- by Soviet Russia. Muiklnd 
had the right to expect that the end 
of World war II would be followed by 
an. era at pence. 

But ever since that war ended, the 
kremlln has pursued policies which 
have kept the free world In constant 
ipprahenelon: 1 

It has seised -control of eastern 
Europe and a large part of Asia: It 
has attempted political Infiltration 
of Italy and France; ft has engaged 
In guerrilla warfare In Greece, Mal- 
aya and Indo-Chlna: It has attempt- 
ed to Wockstfo Berlin; ttatlly, tho 
kremlln Inspired the boody conflict 
In Korea. 

That la why, last December, the 
President felt It necessary to pro- 
claim the exlatencB'of a national 
emergency. That Is why the nation, 
In the interest of Its own safety and 
that of other free nations, has em- 
barked on a vast program of nation- 
al preparedness. That Is why we are 
building America's might. 

■Experience has shown In the last 
six years, that the only language the 
kremlln respects Is the language of 
strength. The kremlln Is deaf to the 
appeals of diplomacy, to moral force, 
to good will, understanding and the 
Ideal of human brotherhood. But, 
as Korea has proved, the kremlln 
does respond to force. So a good slo- 
gan for these times Is: "It's strength 
that works, let's work for strength." 

Therein lies -humanity's best hope 
to avert the agony and horror of a 
third World war— an atomic war 
which could "well destroy cJvJJoUon 
and return the earth to barbarism. 
Therein lies tho- reason why Ameri- 
cans should accept cheerfully the 
burdens and 'sacrifices that are be- 
ing caused by defense mobilisation.
